T hey niav Ih> seen in a ny toy 
store by the « core— la w n ga m es a nd 
parlor ga m es, gaums of cards a nd ga m es 
i of ba ll, ga m es for young and for old. 
They are a m ela ncholy sigh t, 
for not 
one of them w ill ever ta ke th« ' pla ce of 
tho old sta ndbys of infa ncy a nd Ihiv- 
hood. 
Even the na m es of m ost of them 
w ill never he heard of by the m a jority 
of A m erica n boys and girls. T h is is the 
logic of history. 
It « ♦'em« an easy m a tter to in ven t a 
game. 
T he l*est ga m es are ho sim p le, 
yet a popular ga m e wa s never yet 
in ­ 
vented. 
Every one of them ha s grow n, 
and the best of them h a ve been grow in g 
for hundreds of years 
Scientific men 
te ll us tha t a ll sorts of tjuts r crea tures 
once lived on this ea rth— grea t li/jtrds 
w ith w in g s; sea m onsters, h a lf w ha le, 
h a lf Real, and rhinoceroses la rger tha n 
elepha nts. A ll these ha ve died a w a y be­ 
cause they were not tltUsl to live, w h ile 
those a nim a ls tha t w ere fit for life ha ve 
gone on grow in g better a nd better, till 
som e— the horse, for insta nce— w e could 
not do w ithout. 
It is just so w ith 
ga m es. 
Those live tha t are fit to live, 
and the rest die. 
Our bent ga m es form a sort of a ris­ 
tocracy. 
Their pedigree* run back to 
very a ncient tim es, and no m odern u p ­ 
start can com pete w ith 
them . 
Ta ke 
ba seba ll and cricket, for insta nce, prob­ 
a bly the m ost jsipulur outdoor ga m es of 
modern tim es, th e one in our ow n cou n ­ 
try, the other in E ngla nd. 
T hey are 
first cousins, and their hold on A m er­ 
ican and E nglish boys is in a ll proba­ 
b ility due to the fa ct that they each u nite 
tw o strong lines of descent— tha t of the 
ba t and ba ll ga m es— to w hich tennis, 
la crosse, hockey, croquet and, m ore d is­ 
ta ntly, b illia rds a lso belong, and tha t 
of the goa l ga m es, such as ta g, puss in 
the corner, I spy and dozens of others. 
A ll the na tions w e know a n yth in g 
about had bat a nd ba ll ga m es a ges ago. 
Nobody invented the bat and ba ll. They 
grew up w ith our civiliza tio n from the 
tiim< w hen little sa va ges used to knock 
a bout a js bble or a fruit w ith a stick. 
8 0 w ith the goa l ga m es— they ha ve a l­ 
w a ys lieen popular. 
T heir na m e is still 
legion. Tho goa l pa rt— tha t is, the run­ 
n in g from base to ba se— is a m uch m ore 
im porta nt part of the ga m e in ba seba ll 
than it is in cricket, and for this reason 
wu A m erica ns are justified in looking 
ujx m ba seba ll as the l» etter ga m e, nil 
other th in gs Isdng equa l. 
To Is» sure, 
neither ba seba ll nor erieket is the ga m e 
it w a s 800 yea rs a go, but both ha ve 
grow n, not cha nged. 
A ny one w ho chooses may tra ce tho 
grow th of cricket from the yea r 1800 . 
It is not a s ea sy to tra ce the pedigree of 
ba seba ll, for, just as w ith a grea t m any 
Am erica n fa m ilies, there is a break in 
the record back iu colon ia l tim es. 
It is 
known to ha ve Is-en pla yed by the In ­ 
dia ns. 
It 
is a thoroughly Am erica n 
ga m e, a nd no one loves it less ixveauso 
som e peoplo cla im rounders a s its a n­ 
cestor and others reject the cla im w ith 
scorn. 
As for indoor ga m es, w e m a y prove 
their n ob ility in just the sa m e way. 
Chess com es dow n to us from the a n­ 
cien t H indoos, by w a y of Persia . < Tieck- 
ers w ere pla yed in E gypt, and then 111 
(¿ roftce a nd Rome. Cards m a de their a p­ 
pea ra nce 111 Europe iu 1850 , and the 
C hinese say tha t they used them tw o 
centuries ea rlier tha n Huh. T enpins w a s 
certa in ly pla yed in the thirteenth cen­ 
tury, and proba bly m uch ea rlier 
A ll 
these ha ve grow n, but they ha ve not 
cha nged their nature. 
La wn tennis is only an offshoot of the 
old ga m e of court ten nis, sa id to ha ve 
been brought into (ia til by Rom a n so l 
diers a nd still pla yed 
A ga in only a 
grow th, not a new device. 
There is 
halrna— only a va ria tion of the old pyr 
a m id ga m e of 
ehcx-kers. 
How about 
pa rchest? The ¡Kmipous title, “ A Royal 
G a m e of In d ia ,” inscribed on the old 
parches! board, is often thought to ha ve 
been only nn a d vertisin g dodge, but it 
wa s q u ite true. 
Farcin si, ca lled bv the 
H in d i« « pa chisi, is w id ely pla yed in 
A sia tic countries, and the .Kpaiiisli ex 
plorers even found the A ztecs p la yin g it 
under the na m e of p a tolli in -Mexico, 
w hither it m a y ha ve lieen carried across 
the Pa cific. 
These and m a ny other insta nces are 
worth th in k in g over d eep ly, for they 
tea ch a lesion. 
If a ny one is tired of 
the old ga m es and w a n ts som ething a 
little different, let him a lter th*- old in 
the, direction of grow th rather tha n try 
to invent som eth ing q u ite different. The 
m ost successful inventors of ga m es have 
follow ed th is rule. 
Indeed it is more 
tha n a rule. It is a la w of na ture 
Y'ou 
m ight as w ell try to plea se the hum an 
pa la te w ith food m a de out of « and and 
sa w dust as to force boy or man to g* t 
enjoym ent out of a ga m e that does not 
con ta in the old, w ell tried ga m e « de­ 
m en ts.— N ew York World.
